To keep the interest and to gain opinions and 
problems of the student body, the Council keeps a 
suggestion box. These problems or suggestions are 
discussed and remedied as successfully as possible. 

The Council is carrying on an evaluation of the 
various student organizations, including itself, and 
of the four classes. This is being conducted by the 
representatives of the organizations by completing a 
criterium planned by the Student Activity Council 
and its advisors. A special critique was formed for 
the classes, and these will be evaluated for the bene- 
fit of the organizations as well as the Council. 

The promotion of school spirit and understanding 
between the faculty and the student body is the main 
objective of the Student Activity Council. Therefore, 
it is considered an honor to be a member of this fine 
organization.

BIOLOGY CLUB 


Newly organized last year, the Gould Academy 
Biology Club already claims a prominent place among 
campus activities. Despite the usual confusion en- 
countered in early stages, this club has been success- 
ful in introducing its members to biological fields 
such as botany, zoology, and topology. Its member- 
ship has increased steadily even among students not 
including biology in their regular curriculums. 

At the first few meetings this year, last year's 
officers took charge until new representatives were 
elected. The names and positions of the latter were 
as follows: Doug Bane, president; Linda Paine, vice- 
president; Mary Steidel, secretary; Jack Brooks, treas- 
urer; Ray Halperin, S.A.C. representative. They 
invariably sparked the projects undertaken and assisted 
both the faculty advisor, Mr. Brewster, and their fel- 
low members. 

Meetings were usually held on the third Thursday 
of every month.

In this way the club might be able to 
sponsor a weekend sometime in the late spring and 
make necessary field trips. 

Mr. Brewster contributed much to the organization's 
success. He often supplemented the regular meetings 
with movies presented after school. These were ob- 


tained from different companies and state agencies 
interested in problems of conservation and wildlife. 
They included such films as WATER, THE BASIS OF 
LIFE AND GREAT ADVENTURES. Each presentation 
gave us a more complete picture of nature. He also 
suggested we accompany him on one of his informal 
odysseys in search of specimens. 

However, our main project came as an offer made 
by a professor at Colby College. A landowner near 
Step Falls in Newry had agreed to the use of his land 
as a nature trail. After a little prodding from Mr. 
Brewster, the professor, who was in charge of the 
trail, suggested that the Biology Club work in conjunc- 
tion with his group to make and mark the trail. We 
decided to have it on an ecological theme -- why each 
plant grows where it does. Numbered tags were placed 
near the points of interest to correspond with the 
numbers on a mimeographed guide sheet. The path 
had to be maintained and other minor jobs required 
our assistance. We even envisioned a guided tour for 
our fellow students. 

The knowledge accumulated during our meetings 
has been of invaluable aid not only in biology but 
also in our everyday lives. We collected quite a 
number of pamphlets and books delving into fields 
often omitted in a general course. This coupled with 
the fact that we had fun while learning so much made 
the Biology Club an organization thoroughly enjoyed 
by its members. Why not join our happy group next 
year?

FOOTBALL 


With two experienced lines, both on 
offense and defense, and with only the 
backfield questionable, Coaches Scott, 
Kailey, Cousins, and Roderick set about 
to mold their 1963 team out of about 
twenty returning lettermen. By switching 
quarterback Jim Corriveau to left half, 
putting sophomore Mike Chretien at 
quarterback, Greg Howe at right half, 
and Art Hammond at fullback, the ques- 
tion was temporarily solved in the back- 
field . 

On September 21, the new Gould 
proved their worth, downing Lyndon In- 
stitute, 48-0. Corriveau scored three 
TD's and kicked six extra points; Ham- 
mond scored twice and Howe and Atwood 
once. The "monster defense" (Sam 
Bartholomew, John Young, and Kevin 
Wight) and fine downfield blocking brought 
the Huskies the win. 

On the following Saturday Gould 
squeaked out a 14-6 win over Winthrop at 
Winthrop . In the second period, after 


Dennis Wheeler's interception and 40 
yard run, the Huskies marched down to the 
Winthrop one yard line where Corriveau 
scooted over . Late in the half Gould 
marched to Winthrop' s five yard line, 
but two TD's were nullified by penalties . 

In the fourth quarter Corriveau again 
scored, giving Gould fourteen points . 
Although Winthrop then scored and threat- 
ened again, the defense intercepted an- 
other pass and stopped the threat. 

On Parent's Day, October 5, the 
Huskies beat the Sea Gulls of Old Orchard, 
14-6. After a scoreless first half, 

Gould marched 69 yards, climaxed by a 
touchdown pass from Chretien to Brown. 
Old Orchard then scored on a pass, 
climaxing a drive of fifty -five yards . In 
a do -or -die last quarter, the Huskies, 
hoping to dedicate the new Bingham Hall 
with a win, drove to the O.O. eleven 
yard line, where Corriveau scored on 
an end run. 

Perhaps weakened by the loss of Cap- 
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tain Sam Bartholemew and halfback Greg 
Howe, the Huskies lost their undefeated 
status and dropped the next three games 
to powerful Mexico, Kennebunk, and 
Lisbon teams . 

On October 12 the Huskies traveled 
to Mexico . Never able to get an attack 
started, Gould succumbed to an aroused 
Pinto squad 18-0. 

On October 19 Gould lost to the Kenne- 
bunk Rams 19-14. Paul Imhof on a 60- 
yard pass and Corriveau on a 54 -yard 
run scored for the Huskies . 

On the 26th of October, Lisbon Grey- 
hounds came to Gould and went home 
victors 19-7. In the first quarter Gould 
scored fast on a quarterback sneak by 
Mike Chretien, but Lisbon came up with 
the power in the rest of the game . 

In the final game of the season with 
Fryeburg, later to be crowned Class C 
champs, a spirited, agressive Gould 
team won 13-7. Gould's first score came 
after fine end runs by Corriveau and 
Hammond, short bursts up the middle by 
sophomore fullback Ray Atwood, and 
short passes by Chretien, with Corri- 
veau going the final two yards off tackle . 



The second Gould tally came on an end 
sweep by Corriveau, making the score 
at halftime 13-0. 

In the third period, the Eagles blocked 
Corriveau' s punt and recovered on the 
Gould twelve and then scored . Another 
Gould touchdown bid failed when on fourth 
down, Corriveau faked a field goal 
attempt to rifle a pass that just slid off 
the receiver's fingertips. There were 
thin anxious moments until the clock ran 
out . An underrated, jubilant Gould team 
whipped it up in the locker room . The 
only sad thought was that we were not able 
to keep them from being champs as they 
had us in 1961 . 

Gould ended its season with a fine 
4-3-0 record. Congratulations to the 
team, coaches, and managers! 

At a special letterman's assembly 
Mr. Anderson announced the formation 
of a Mountain- Valley League in which 
Gould will participate next season.

CROSS COUNTRY 


The 1963 cross-country team opened the season 
with the return of three lettermen. These lettermen 
included Vaughan Damone, Captain Tony Chapman, 
and Bruce Lane.

Mr. Vogt, the coach, had the boys doing a lot of 
strenuous exercises along with a lot of hard over-dis- 
tance running. As defending champion of the Western 
Maine Conference, the team had to be in top condi- 
tion to defeat their opponents. 

On September 26 Gould had a triangular meet 
with Oxford Hills and Fryeburg at Fryeburg. It was a 
very good showing with Gould holding nine places 
out of the first twelve. Vaughan Damone, that speedy 
little sophomore, placed first. 

The second meet of the season was a three-way 
meet at Gould with Mexico and Bridgton as opponents. 
The score: Gould, 32; Mexico, 32; and Bridgton, 57. 
The Gould finishers were as follows: Damone (1), 

Buck (5), Lane (7), Lombard (9), and Chapman (10). 

In one of the most thrilling races of the season, 
Gould came through with a 28 to 27 win over Hebron 
Academy. The victory was clinched when Bruce Lane 



and Andy Buck flashed by a Hebron runner in the last 
fifty yards of the race to place fourth and fifth. For 
Vaughn Damone it was his sixth straight race in which 
he placed first. His time was 13:33 for the 2.3 mile 
course. 

On November 5th the Gould Academy harriers won 
the Western Maine Conference title. They ran against 
five teams which included Hebron, Fryeburg, Oxford 
Hills, Mechanic Falls, and Bridgton. Led by the 
record breaking time of Vaughan Damone, the 
Gould team edged Mexico, the second placer, 46- 
50. 

On October 31st at Orono the State Cross-Country 
meet was held. The Gould team placed fourth in 
a field of thirty schools with Vaughan Damone 
finishing sixth out of about two-hundred boys. 

Undefeated in six schedule meets, Gould Academy's 
runners had victories over Oxford Hills, Bridgton, 
Portland, Fryeburg, Hebron, and Mechanic Falls. 

They were tied by the Pintos of Mexico. One of the 
big factors in Gould's success was Vaughan Damone, 
who finished first in all six meets. Other scorers for 
Gould during the season were Captain Tony Chapman, 
Bruce Lane, Andy Buck, John Lombard, and Raymond 
Saunders. With all these men returning for another 
year, next year should prove victorious.

TRACK
